Ante-natal  and  post-natal  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  1  elf  are 
Centres  on  Tresco,  St*  iiary’s  and  at  the  doctor’s  surgery.  All  the  expectant 
mothers  attend  for  regular  ante-natal  examinations  and  for  post-natal 
examination  six  weeks  after  their  confinement.
